ARE COMING 

Residents freak as 8 high-level sex 
offenders move into St. Paul 


E ight high-level sex offenders 
are setdingin St Paul. There’s a 
small cluster in the University- 
Dale area, a few others on the 
East Side, and another farther 
west, closer to Lexington and Hamline. 

Residents took this as fairly upset¬ 
ting news—and justifiably so. One of the 
offenders broke into the home of a stranger, 
threatened her with a “weapon” (reports 
don’t say what it was), and proceeded to 
rape her. Another has a history of collect¬ 
ing child porn. A third forced himself on 
a teenage girl. 

The only reason we’re hearing about 
this is because all eight are classified as 
Level 3 offenders: the category most likely 
to reoffend. As corrections personnel told 
KSTP, that’s still not very likely. About 90 


percent don’t Neighborhoods just have the 
statutory right to know when one moves 
in nearby. 

Still, not everyone is taking this in stride. 

“This is disgusting!” a commenter said on 
a KSTP F acebook post ‘Why would you let 
them out! A child’s safety is not worth it!!” 

“Why can’t we just off these kind of 
people?” another asked. 

“Sex offenders CANNOT be rehabili¬ 
tated!” a third said. “Off them ALL!!” 

This may be alarming news for some. 
But it’s not that unusual, according to Mark 
Bliven of the Minnesota Department of 
Corrections. The overall number of sex 
offenders in Minnesota has remained pretty 
constant over the past few years. 

“I think what we often find is people 
move in and out,” he says. Some may be

freshly released from prison, but others 
may simply be finding a new place to live. 
And when offenders move, they look for 
places they can afford, often near acces¬ 
sible transportation. That’s why a few have 
clustered in the University-Dale area. 

Of the eight, only six are under close 
supervision. The others are free to live 
and work where they wish, as long as the 
community knows they’re there. In fact, 
it’s only been since the late ’90s or so that 
giving residents a heads-up has been part 
of the deal. 

If you find yourself upset, there’s little 
but cold comfort available for you on the St. 


Paul Police Department’s website, which 
says, “Convicted sex offenders have always 
been released to live in our communities.” 

According to the Minnesota Department 
of Corrections, 61 predatory offenders are 
currently living in St Paul—includingpeople 
who have a history of sexually assaulting 
preteen girls, and one who attempted to 
lure a 6-year-old into a car with “treats 
and money.” 

But as a few commenters point out, we 
already live among a bevy of offenders who 
have never been caught Less than 1 percent 
of all rapes actually end in convictions.

ST. THOMAS WASN’T JUST TOO GOOD FOR ITS LEAGUE. 

IT WAS TOO GOOD AT MAKING A SMALL COLLEGE THRIVE. 


MIDWAY THROUGH THE FIRST QUARTER at O’Shaughnessy Stadium, 
the University of St. Thomas football team leads 21-0 over tiny Trinity 
International University, an evangelical school from suburban Chicago. 
In last year’s opener, St. Thomas walloped these same Trojans 76-7. This 
year, only seven Trinity fans bothered to make the six-hour drive to watch 
the flagellation. 

The student section—full of purple Tommie T-shirts 
and several seminarians—had begun the afternoon enthu¬ 
siastically, taking turns tossing one another into the air. 

But as the game becomes more lopsided, their cheers 
soften. A gray-haired priest in the second row, likely 
positioned to keep students in line with the school’s Catholic standards, 
seems more apt to administer the Trojans’ last rites. 

By halftime, the score’s 49-0. The majority of students file out, not to return. 

When the game officially ends, almost ISO players in purple jerseys gather 
around the large brass Victory Bell to sing the rouser about Tommie pride. 
The video screen flashes highlights, an endless reel of sacks, interceptions. 


fumble recoveries, rushing touchdowns, passing touchdowns, even a blocked 
punt returned for a touchdown. 

The scoreboard also shows the final score, 69-3, digits that still manage to 
understate the depth of the blowout. While the losers slouch toward their 
bus, the victors revel in the spoils. 

This is why you hate the Tommies. Or why you love 
them. 

You hate them for delighting in a win equivalent to 
dunking on an eight-year-old. Or you love them for how 
they rack up Ws like Twins home runs. 

This is also why the Presidents Council evicted St. 
Thomas from the Minnesota Intercollegiate Athletic Conference (MIAC): 
lack of “athletic competitive parity.” 

At least that’s the official version. But, like the scoreboard, it doesn’t tell 
the full story. 

Granted, the Tommies have an excellent football team. But they’ve risen 
to widespread dominance across the conference’s 22 varsity sports. Other 
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This activity is made possible by the 
voters of Minnesota through grants from 
the Minnesota State Arts Board and the 
Metropolitan Regional Arts Council, 
thanks to a legislative appropriation 
from the arts and cultural heritage fund. 


schools have staked out a piece of success— 
Gustavus owns men’s and women’s tennis, 
St. Olaf excels in men’s cross country, St. 
John’s and Bethel regularly finish in the 
top three in football. Still, St. Thomas has 
won the conference All-Sports Competi¬ 
tion, based on the best overall record, for 
both men and women for 12 years running. 

Yet make no mistake: The MIAC’s 
action was not simply about athletics. 

Over the past several decades, St. 
Thomas has converted itself from a small 
liberal arts college into a comprehensive 
urban university. The school has adapted 
to shifting consumer demands, diversified 
its academic offerings, and insulated itself 
from threats of declining enrollment and 
rising costs imperiling smaller schools. 

In short, the university anchored at the 
corner of Cretin and Summit in St. Paul 
has become a model of higher education 
success—and, in the process, pissed off 
the competitors it left behind. 


ST- THOMAS is the only Minnesota 
school to have won national champion¬ 
ships in eight different sports, ranging 
from women’s cross country (four titles) 
to men’s basketball (two). Its teams have 
had 21 top-five NCAA finishes in the last 
half-dozen years. 

How did the Tommies get so good? 

Last spring, as the presidents from the 13 
schools that compose the MIAC weighed 
UST’s fate, many pointed to its larger enroll¬ 
ment as the reason for its manhandling—and 
womanhandling—of opponents. St Thomas 
has 10,035 students, way more than any 
other MIAC school. Nearly 40 percent 
of those are graduate students who are 
ineligible for varsity competition. Still, its 
6,212 undergrads nearly triple the confer¬ 
ence enrollment average of 2,100. 

The discrepancy would be significant 
if schools filled rosters from the gen¬ 
eral student population the way a high 
school does, where a larger pool seems 
to naturally yield more talent. But that’s 
not how it works. MIAC schools recruit 
just like their larger brethren, convincing 
players to enroll rather than plucking 
them from the lunchroom. Of St. Thomas’ 
704 varsity athletes last year, only about 
two dozen were drawn from their larger 
student base. 

‘T do not feel enrollment has an impact 
on our success at all,” says athletic director 
Phil Esten. “None of us recruit athletes 
from our student body.” 

The emergence of UST athletics involves 
a confiuence of factors, beginning with 
institutional commitment. “It’s more a 
question of priorities than of resources,” 
says Michael Hemesath, whose seven-year 
tenure as president of St. John’s Univer¬ 
sity ended this past summer. “St. Thomas 
made a conscious choice that athletics 
are something they want to excel in. St. 
John’s has made a similar choice.” 



For St. Thomas, it can be traced to the 
early 2000s with Steve Fritz, the longtime 
athletic director who also spent 31 seasons 
as men’s basketball coach. He believed the 
Tommies could build an athletic program 
within Division Ill’s top 10 percent. The 
school began spending enough to pay top 
dollar to head coaches, hire ample assis¬ 
tants, and recruit competitively. 

“That was an affirmation of our direction,” 
Fritz says. ‘We’d been building toward that” 

Lee Anderson, who built the billion-dollar 
conglomerate APi, gave UST $60 million 
to construct an 180,000-square-foot ath¬ 
letic and recreation complex, fitted with 
an eight-lane pool, a 2,000-seat g 5 mi for 
volleyball and basketball, and a200-meter 
track, plus courts for tennis and basketball, 
office space, locker rooms, and a fitness 
center with weights and cardio machines. 
When it opened in 2010, the school’s ath¬ 
letic facilities catapulted from some of the 
worst in the conference to the best. 

St. Thomas went on to improve its 
softball and soccer field, outdoor track, 
baseball field, football field, and hockey 
dressing rooms at the off-campus arena. 
“The facilities are a big piece of it,” 
says sports information director Gene 
McCivern. “But a building itself doesn’t 
mean you’re going to win.” 

Six blocks up Summit, Macalester 
opened the Leonard Center in 2008 with 
nearly identical amenities to UST’s Ander¬ 
son complex, but it has won a mere three 
conference championships in all sports 
since then. St. Thomas has won 121. 

“Contributing to facilities is part of 
it, but the differentiator is people,” says 
Esten, who took over for Fritz as athletic 
director earlier this year. “Steve built the 
athletic department with a coaching staff 
of high integrity that cares about the stu¬ 
dent experience and about excellence.” 

Exhibit A is Glenn Caruso, the head 
coach Fritz hired in 2008 to salvage the

football program. Caruso, an earnest and 
charismatic Connecticut native now in 
his 12th season, transformed Tommie 
football into a juggernaut. 

In his first 11 years, they won 118 of 137 
games. They have twice been runners- 
up in the national championship game. 
They’ve won six of the last nine MIAC 
titles, and had a MIAC record 31 consecu¬ 
tive victories over conference opponents 
from 2014 into 2018. Caruso was selected 
as Division III national coach of the year 
three consecutive seasons. 

While football is the fiagship program, 
Caruso is just one of many hires Fritz 
made in his reach for excellence. After 
winning a national championship in 2011, 
Fritz appointed assistant Johnny Tauer 
his successor as head coach of the men’s 
basketball team. Tauer has since won eight 
consecutive MIAC titles, a national cham¬ 
pionship of his own in 2016, and twice been 
named D-III national coach of the year. 

Scott Blanchard, whom Fritz hired in 
2011 to coach the men’s and women’s 
swimming and diving teams, has won 
five conference titles with the men and 
four with the women. 

Men’s golf had not won a MIAC champi¬ 
onship in 30 years, but coach Scott Proshek 
has won three since Fritz hired him in 2010. 
Jeff Boeser, hired the same year to coach 
men’s hockey, won six of the next seven 
MIAC titles. The women’s basketball team, 
coached by Ruth Opatz Sinn since 2005, 
has won 90 percent of its games over the 
past eight years—better than any other 
MIAC team in any sport—and made three 
appearances in the NCAA Final Four. 

While larger enrollment doesn’t seem 
to be a significant factor, institutional size 
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translates into greater resources for ath¬ 
letics. UST has the highest athletic bud¬ 
get of any school in the MIAC, though 
only 10 percent greater than its nearest 
competitors. 

A larger school can also pay its coaches 
more. While Caruso’s salary is not pub¬ 
lic, it is believed to be the highest in the 
conference. St. Thomas employs more 
assistants, and spends more on recruit¬ 
ing for male athletes except for St. Olaf 
and Hamline. 

Ateam’stalentultimately comes down to 
the coach’s ability to convince prospects to 
choose his or her program. In that regard, 
UST has clear advantages. It starts with 
location. Matriculating undergrads of late 
prefer urban settings, which have more 
access to internships and interviews with 


loans. The trend has popularized majors 
perceived as more employable than the 
traditional humanities fare. UST has plenty 
of those, including the only engineering 
majors (mechanical, electrical, software, 
civil) of any MIAC school. 

With a menu of more than 150 majors 
and minors, St. Thomas has something 
to appeal to just about any sort of recruit. 

The school also accepted 83 percent 
of its applicants last year, presenting 
lower admission standards than some 
of its competitors—particularly Macal- 
ester and Carleton—which allows UST 
coaches to mine a wider field of talent. 

Deeper pockets also broaden its recruit¬ 
ing range. While D-III schools can’t offer 
athletic scholarships, St. Thomas can 
award more financial aid than some of

potential employers over rural colleges. 

Beingnestled in a safe, upscale neighbor¬ 
hood doesn’t hurt either. But St. Thomas 
stands alone with the size of its alumni 
base—80,000 strong in the Twin Cities—for 
networking opportunities. Not surpris¬ 
ingly, it boasts the top job placement rate 
of any college in Minnesota. 

That’s a strong selling point, especially 
as students become more practical about 
their educations, wanting a guarantee that 
they’ll be able to find a job to pay off their 


its conference rivals. There are anecdotal 
stories of athletes receiving more gener¬ 
ous financial aid packages than equally 
qualified students who don’t play sports, 
but these stories are spun about many 
schools. The NCAA, which does occasional 
random audits, has found no evidence of 
wrongdoing at UST or any MIAC school. 

Then comes the campus itself. Some of 
Lee and Peggy Anderson’s $60 million gift 
also built the Anderson Student Center, a 
gleaming limestone structure that houses 


a bowling alley, several eateries, a spirit 
wear shop, lounges, and a gaming room. 
St. Thomas has also begun construction 
on two new dorms with underground 
parking, and the renovation of two din¬ 
ing halls to keep pace with the amenities 
arms race. 

Yet the most important advantage is 
that success begets success. Everybody 
wants to play on a winning team. “The 
success feels like it’s been institutional¬ 
ized,” Esten says. 


CREDIT UST’S presidents as much as 
its coaches. 

Monsignor Terrance Murphy had the 
vision to establish the MBA program in 
1974. He also began to admit female stu¬ 
dents to what had been an all-male insti¬ 
tution for 91 years. Within a decade, St. 
Thomas added master’s degree programs 
in software development and manufac¬ 
turing engineering and offered business 
classes in downtown Minneapolis. 

Murphy’s successor. Reverend Dennis 
Dease, established a bachelor’s degree in 
mechanical engineering and another in 
electrical engineering, cut the ribbon on 
new buildings for the School of Education 
in Minneapolis and the Schulze School of 
Entrepreneurship, opened the law school, 
and raised $769 million. 

Julie Sullivan, who became president 
in 2013, launched the Dougherty Family 
College, which offers associate degrees, and 
the College of Health, which will include 
an undergraduate nursing program. She 
also expanded offerings in data analytics, 
geographical information systems, and 
civil engineering, among other subjects. 

Today, the school Archbishop John 
Ireland started as a seminary in a farmer’s 
field in 1885 has purple shuttles running 
between the main St. Paul campus and the 
downtown Minneapolis campus every 20 
minutes. There is also a satellite campus 
in Rome. 

Murphy, Dease, and Sullivan have boldly 
shaped a thriving academic institution. 
“It seems they’ve successfully insulated 
themselves” from the market pressures 
facing colleges, observes Michael Horn, an 
author and expert in the future of higher 
education. “The name of the game is how 
to diversify your business model so you 
are not dependent on smaller, specific 
programs. To be able to evolve as the 
market changes—that’s important to be 
able to survive.” 


THE SMALL liberal arts college is an 
endangered species. Harvard Business 
School professor Clayton Christensen 
predicted in 2011 that half of the coun¬ 
try’s 4,000 or so colleges and universities 
would “be bankrupt in 10 to 15 years.” 

While it hasn’t gotten quite that bad 
yet, 35 small private colleges have closed

since 2016. Eighteen others have merged. 
Moody s Investors Services estimates that 
a quarter of private colleges are operat¬ 
ing at a loss. 

In large part, escalating costs are to 
blame. Faculty salaries, food services, 
libraries, and building maintenance 
steadily mount. Initiatives to recruit first- 
generation students—a way to expand the 
consumer base of a shrinking population 
of traditional college-age students—cre¬ 
ate supplemental costs in emotional, aca¬ 
demic, and financial support services. The 
effort to look better than the competition 
has sparked construction of dormitories, 
student centers, and athletic facilities. 

Meanwhile, revenues are in short sup¬ 
ply. Declining enrollment, which is sup¬ 
posed to continue precipitously, means 
fewer paying customers. For a small school, 
a drop by as few as 20 students can be 
the difference between running in the 
black or red. 

The typical liberal arts college is tempted 
to raise tuition, but most have already 
maxed out this option and now supple¬ 
ment inflated tuition with financial aid. On 
average, students at private colleges are 
pa^ng only 51 percent of the sticker price. 
So they add auxiliary fees for activities, 
parking, and science labs. The desperate 
ones resort to dipping into the principle 
on their endowments, a slow form of fis¬ 
cal suicide. 

While the majority of small private 
college closings have been those with 
enrollments under 1,000, some MIAC 
schools could also be at risk. “They have 
to be looking at the situation and asking, 
‘Are we doing the right thing?’” says Dan 
McKane, executive director of the MIAC. 

St. Thomas, by contrast, seems to have 
struck upon a sustainable model. It has 
an endowment of about $500 million. It’s

currently soliciting donations for additional 
scholarships, construction of a faith center, 
and resources for the Dougherty Family 
College. Graduate programs, where stu¬ 
dents often pay full price (especially MBAs 
financed by employers), help underwrite 
undergraduate programs. 

“The University of St. Thomas has done 
a good job adapting to today’s market¬ 
place,” McKane says. “All of their steps 
have really paid off.” 


TWO YEARS AGO, the Tommies emas¬ 
culated the St. Olaf football team 97-0. 
Caruso started his first string in the second 
half with the score already 64-0. They 
had scored every time they got the ball. 

He ran trick plays and staged an onside 
kick. He refused to punt and made five 
of five fourth-down attempts. In the final 
insult, he handed the ball to an offensive 
lineman to rush for a touchdown with 
seven seconds remaining. 

Fritz, then the athletic director, talked 
to Caruso afterward and tried to rein him 
in. Caruso, though, remains unrepentant, 
even after all that’s followed. “I’m not going 
to apologize,” he says. “I’m proud of our 
young men and the work they put in.” 

Fritz shrugs. “It’s not in his nature to 
let up,” he says. That sums up Caruso’s 
strength and weakness, two sides of the 
same coin. 

During this year’s season opener, with 
the Tommies up 49-0 and threatening to 
score again late in the first half, Caruso 
let the clock run out. 

“He’s not going to call timeout?” some¬ 
one asked in the press box.

“He would’ve last year/’ came the 
response. “This is the new Glenn Caruso.” 

Afterward, the handful of Trinity fans 
felt he had been respectful, though one 
did comment, “I don’t know why they 
picked us as an opponent.” 

The St. Olaf humiliation was not an 
isolated incident. Three weeks earlier, 
Caruso’s team crushed Hamline 84-0. 
That same fall, three UST men’s soccer 
players cursed the referee during their 
sectional final and drew a reprimand from 
the NCAA. Earlier that spring, underage 
players on the women’s hockey team had 
been caught drinking during their playoffs. 

Resentment toward UST spiked among 
several MIAC presidents. 

Within a year, the drive to oust UST 
gained momentum, led by a handful of 
battered and embittered competitors, 
including St. Catherine University, which 
reportedly felt betrayed and threatened 
when St. Thomas launched a rival nursing 
program in its backyard. 

You could hear the faculty griping across 
the conference: They’re not like us any 
longer. They ve betrayed the liberal arts by 
diversifying into vocational majors and new 
revenue streams. They’ve perverted the 
ideal of a pristine academic environment. 

McCivern counters: “Some people are 
saying we’ve outgrown them and are no 
longer a small liberal arts college. I say 
we’ve evolved. The world changes, so you 
have to, too.” 

UST tried to win enough support to stay 
in the conference. St. John’s, St. Ben’s, and 
Bethel stood by it. Gustavus and Concordia 
teetered on the fence. But seeing that the 
conference would collapse if the other 
seven schools followed through on their 
threat to walk out, they opted to spare 
the conference at the expense of UST. 

Ultimately, this was one competition 
St. Thomas could notwin. The Presidents 
Council announced on May 22 that it 
would be “involuntarily removed” after 
the 2020-21 season. 

Throughout, the presidents have been 
auspiciously silent. Rebecca Bergman, 
Gustavus president and chair of the Presi¬ 
dents Council, issued a statement saying 
they acted to “preserve the MIAC.” 

Most school presidents refused to com¬ 
ment for this article. Same with the athletic 


directors. One feared he’d be penalized. 
The day after several dissenters were 
quoted in the media, the Presidents Council 
issued a directive warning of “repercus¬ 
sions” against those who spoke out against 
UST’s ouster. 

The omerta invites suspicion and specu¬ 
lation. One official at a competing school 
said, “The untold story is about the other 
stuff [beyond athletics]. How so much 
animosity got built up over time.” 

When asked about this, Sullivan is cau¬ 
tious and calculated. “I wouldn’t charac¬ 
terize it as animosity.” 

At least two others seemingly in the 
know attributed the eviction to jealousy 
over St. Thomas’ athletic and institutional 
success. “Jealousy is not a term I’d use,” 
Sullivan says. “Every college president 
believed he or she was acting in the best 
interest of their institution.” 

Then what’s rendered them mum? What 
do the presidents have to hide? Are they 
too ashamed of the way they dispensed 
with their rival to talk about it? 

Even if there is nothing untoward 
about their behavior, it is unquestion¬ 
ably cowardly for leaders of institutions 
that champion critical thinking to hide 
behind a press release. 

MEANWHILE, the Tommies have been 
relegated to limbo. The school is studying 
its options: Move up to D-II? Join another 
D-III conference? 

The smart money says they will land in 
another D-III conference like the Wiscon¬ 
sin Intercollegiate Athletic Conference. 
While their future remains uncertain, it is 
almost impossible for coaches to recruit, 
a fate some foes no doubt relish. 

Sullivan and other officials have 
remained diplomatic. Perhaps their stron¬ 
gest retort comes in the 2019 media guide, 
where Esten asserts: “I’m proud of what 
we have accomplished academically and 
athletically and expect to continue this 
level of excellence into the next genera¬ 
tion of Tommie athletics.” 

And so the bell tolls, sounding victory 
across the St. Paul campus, today and likely 
for many tomorrows, where St. Thomas 
has become an island—at least temporar¬ 
ily—entirely of itself. 03

STOP-MOTION MONSTERS 

TRYLON CINEMA 

Crafted by FX pioneer Willis O’Brien, 
the titular character in 1933’s King 
Xong embodies the enduring appeal of 
stop-motion animation, a rudimentary 
but revered cinematic craft in which 
inanimate objects are adjusted ever-so- 
slightly between frames to create the 
illusion of movement. In utilizing the 
technique, director Merian C. Cooper 
not only populated an entire island with 
supersized beasts, but imbued Kong 
with a wide emotional range. Inspired 
by O’Brien, Ray Harryhausen took stop- 
motion methods even further, cleverly 
transposing his strikingly designed 
dinosaurs and mythological terrors into 
action-packed sequences, as memorably 
displayed in The Beast from 20,000 
Fathoms (1953) and The 7th Voyage of 
Sinbad (1958).

f you’ve seen anything by director 
duo Daniels—Daniel Kwan and 
Daniel Scheinert—then you know 
The Death of Dick Long is going to 
be a little weird. 

Their take on DJ Snake and Lil Jon’s 
‘Turn Down for What,” in which various 
people find their sexy parts supernaturally 
gyrating as they fall through building fioors, 
is one of the more memorable music videos 
ever made. Their surreal short film “Inter¬ 
esting Ball” is 12 minutes of indescribable 
what-the-fuckery. And their first feature, 
Swiss Army Man, opens with Paul Dano 
riding a farting corpse (played by Daniel 
Radcliffe) like a Jet Ski, which pretty much 
speaks for itself. 

Compared to all that. The Death of Dick 
Long is actually pretty tame. But it’s still 
plenty odd thanks to its big reveal. There’s 
a line of thought that goes, “Saying there’s 
a twist is a spoiler,” which I agree with— 
but this isn’t some M. Night Shyamalan 
inversion. It’s not even a twist so much as 
a shocker. Trying to figure things out is 


half the fun here, and Sherlock Holmes at 
the height of his coke mania couldn’t solve 
this case off a spoiler tag alone. 

Directed by a solo Scheinert, the movie 
is a kind of dumbass mystery-slash-black 
comedy, with a couple good ol’ boys named 
Zeke andEarl (Michael Abbott Jr. and Andre 
Hyland) bringingTargo-esque ineptitude to 
rural Alabama After anight of drinkingheav- 
ily, smoking weed, shooting fireworks, and 
doing god knows what else, Zeke and Earl 
drop their injured buddy Dick (Scheinert) 
in front of an emergency room and scram. 
We won’t learn exactly what happened until 
about halfway through the movie, but one 
thing is immediately clear: Dick is dead. 

Scheinert isn’t quite at Coen status yet, 
but the way he builds to the cause of death 
shows that his directing chops go beyond 
goofball antics. Replace the act in question 
with a more mundane revelation and The 
Death ofDickLongwould still be a funny, 
suspenseful story. What’s more, it would 
still be a strangely affecting portrait of a 
guy trying to come to terms with his life 
and himself.

That makes Zeke’s ultimate confession all 
the more disarming. “Is this real life?” asks 
his wife (Virginia Newcomb). And though 
we the viewer know it’s not, we’ve bought 
into the narrative enough at this point to 
truly feel her bafflement. Ears perk up as 
the brain reevaluates everything you’ve 
seen to this point. Surely that can’t be what 
really happened, you think; I must have 
heard that wrong. And yet... 

With all that in mind, and without giv¬ 
ing away too much, it’s safe to say The 
Death of Dick Long will be divisive. If 
you’re a fan of typical thrillers or mur¬ 
der mysteries, chances are you’re going 
to leave the theater wondering what the 
hellyou just watched. However, if you dig 
absurdist humor and can get behind the 
genre blend, this movie delivers a unique 
watch. If nothing else. The Death of Dick 
Long will be a memorable experience for 
both parties. BS

n Kurt Vonnegut’s science-fiction 
story ‘‘Harrison Bergeron,” men¬ 
tally agile individuals are brought 
down to the common denominator 
by means of radios that constantly 
play jarring sounds to break the listeners’ 
concentration. There’s a similar effect at 
work in Julia Cho’s playAuZ?erg7ne: Again 
and again, just as a scene starts to settle in, 
a time-lapse blackout forces a reset 
There’s a dramaturgical reason for the 
jumps: The play is about a man keeping 
vigil at his father’s deathbed, a situation in 
which time takes on new meaning as the 
son reflects on their relationship. Still, the 
number ofblackouts mAvber^ne is extreme, 
to the point where Friday night’s confused 
audience at Park Square Theatre’s Andy 
Boss Thrust Stage wasn’t quite sure what 
to do. One independent-minded viewer 
decided to clap at each of the first several 
pauses, and the entire audience was faked 
out twice as they started to applaud the 
play’s conclusion only to realize the show 
wasn’t actually over. 

Between blackouts, Cho’s 2016 play 
takes a novel approach to the themes of 
food and community. Whereas eating is 
commonly portrayed as a ritual that brings 
people together, here it’s an activity that 
drives families apart. 

Ray (Kurt Kwan) is an excellent pro¬ 
fessional cook. Even before liver disease 
claimed his father’s appetite, though, the 
dyingman (Glenn Kubota) was utterly indif¬ 
ferent to Ray’s gift. His approach to food 
was purely practical, and Ray muses that 
he chose his life’s work in part to claim a 
realm entirely apart from his dad.

Since Ray’s an only child whose mother 
died years ago, his emotional support comes 
from a former girlfriend (a feisty Sun Mee 
Chomet, making her Park Square debut), 
a hospice nurse (Darrick Mosley), and an 
uncle (Song Kim) who flies in from Korea to 
say goodbye to his long-estranged brother. 
All three encourage Ray to reach out to 
his nearly comatose father with food: the 
love language Ray knows best, even if his 
father doesn’t speak it. 

The show’s melancholy mood com¬ 
plicates the notion that immigrants can 
just bring their cuisine with them. The 
eponymous eggplant is a gift from the 
nurse, who says it’s quite different than 
the smaller, more flavorful vegetables he 
knew in his homeland. Still, it’s food, and 
food is good... for everybody, it seems, 
except Ray’s stoic dad. 

Flordelino Lagundino directs this first 
show of the first season he’s curated as Park 
Square’s artistic director. He moves his 
strong cast through a challenging scenario, 
with Kubota making a powerful impression 
despite having to lie asleep onstage for the 
better part of two hours. Two food-related 
monologues, one delivered by Chomet and 
one by Shanan Custer, are only tangentially 
related to the plot but serve to extend the 
play’s themes. 

Still, to use a culinary metaphor, even 
a strong kitchen staff working with ripe 
ingredients can only do so much when 
the recipe hasn’t quite come together. 03

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THE REPLACEMENTS ALBUM ART 


CAN THIS ALBUM 
BE SAVED? 

A new collection, including the original mix 
of Don’t Tell a Soul, sets out to rewrite the 
history of the Replacements’ final years

C onventional wisdom is a funny 
thing. At the time of its release 
in 1989, we’re often told, Don’t 
Tell a Soul was critically lam¬ 
basted because it didn’t sound 
the way a Replacements album was “sup¬ 
posed to.” And true enough. Spin’s review 
did include this unequivocal dismissal from 
editor Joe Levy: “It’s not just the worst 
Replacements record ever, it completely 
sucks.” The heavy digital compression and 
other studio trickery employed to make 
the band’s bid for increased commercial 
appeal more palatable to rock radio was an 
utter turn-off to a certain kind of listener. 

And yet. Rolling Stone gave the album 
four out of five stars, with Ira Robbins 
closing somewhat rapturously that “the 
band has gone out on a new limb, with 
an audacious album that reclaims its val¬ 
ued independence by confounding audi¬ 
ence expectations.” The Village Voice’s 
cantankerous critic Robert Christgau, a 


longtime fan, found much of the album’s 
power-pop-styled arrangements “corny 
or manipulative,” but awarded Don’t Tell 
a Soul a respectable B+ regardless. And 
though the album placed a mere 16th in the 
Voice’s annual Pazz & Jop critics’ poll—far 
below the fourth, second, and third slots 
the band’s previous three albums had 
occupied in their respective years—well, 
that was just below Dylan’s fairly well- 
received Oh Mercy. 

Even the notorious Spin review was 
written as a dialogue between Levy and 
another critic, Christian Logan Wright, 
who counters that the record might well 
sound great to “someone who’s not a rock 
critic.” And it probably did—Don’t Tell a 
Soul sold well by the Replacements’ mod¬ 
est standards. But 30 years later, with the 
band’s slovenly rep assured, there’s more of 
a market for messy Mats than proto-alt-rock. 
History is funny that way. And so: Dead 
Man’s Pop, a four-disc set commemorating 


the awkward genesis of Don’t Tell a Soul 
that boasts the band’s “intended” version of 
that album, in the form of the original mix 
with producer Matt Wallace, from long- 
thought-lost tapes that turned up recently 
in guitarist Slim Dunlap’s basement. 

The paradox of Don’t Tell a Soul is that 
this overly manicured album was born out 
of willful chaos. Bob Mehr’s liner notes for 
Dead Man’s Pop, partially adapted from 
his definitive Replacements chronicle 
Trouble Boys, divulge the gory deets of 
how the Mats wreaked self-indulgent, 
drunken havoc on producer Tony Berg 
at the idyllic Bearsville studios in rural 
New York, finally got the songs on tape 
in L.A. with Wallace, and then submit¬ 
ted to the post-production mix of Chris 
Lord-Alge, the man behind the despised 
glossy mix of the final product. 

I was skeptical of the new package, and 
not just because the thought of re-open¬ 
ing the books on already over-litigated 
’80s indie-rock controversies afflicts me 
with a deadly flu-like fatigue. It’s that 
my problem with Don’t Tell a Soul was 
never the production—Tzm sounds like 
shit, after all, and I love that album. But 
Don’t Tell a Soul documents a band caught 
between its demand for attention and its 
contempt for professionalism, and that 
ambivalence is baked into the songwrit¬ 
ing, with Paul Westerberg repeatedly 
pulling punches on an uneven batch of 
songs. When Westerberg sang “We’ll 
inherit the earth but we don’t want it,” 
he was lying twice over.

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The tenor of Westerberg’s romanticism 
on Don’t Tell a Soul registers as self-con¬ 
scious in all the wrong ways. The l 5 n:*ics of 
“Achin’ to Be,” “Darlin’ One,” and “The/re 
Blind” feel as calculated as any teenpop 
ballad, as though Westerberg had imagined 
the median female Replacements fan with 
the cold precision of a market strategist 
and sung directly to her: She’s “kind of like 
an artist” who’s been “judged once and 
then left aside” but whose “time has come.” 
There’s nothing inherently wrong with 
that sort of aesthetic guile; in fact, there’s 
something of the marketing strategist to all 
great pop stars. But Westerberg’s appeal 
relied on the illusion of spontaneity—at his 
peak, he didn’t write love songs, he wrote 
need songs—and here, he too often sounds 
unwilling to fake it. 

Nonetheless, I did want to hear what 
Don’t Tell a Soul sounded like before it had 
been scummed over with Lord-Algae, and 
so should you. Foregrounding eccentric ele¬ 
ments like the piano of “I’ll Be You” and the 
banjo in “Talent Show,” the Wallace mixes 
are definitely looser and more reckless, sug¬ 
gesting that essential anarchic possibility 
of total collapse that the official product 
guard-railed away. This is an album that 
rushes past its flaws, balances out craft with 
spontaneity, and just sounds more present. 

Dead Man’s Pop collects the recordings 
from the Berg sessions on its second disc; 
they have a tentative, demo-like feel that 
makes them solely of historical interest (if 
that). And though the band’s drunken Tom 
Waits late-night singalongs at Bearsville 
are the stuff of legend, you won’t need to 
hear them a second time. (I didn’t need to 
hear them the first.) The final two discs are 
more to the point: a complete recording 
of a 1989 Milwaukee gig, which isn’t as 
galvanic as the 2017 archival Mats release. 
For Sale: Live at Maxwell’s 1986, but still 
has that spark. 

But here’s the funny thing: After immers¬ 
ing myself in Dead Man’s Pop, I went back 
and listened to Don’t Tell a Soul for the first 
time in Lord-Alge knows how long, and 
the mix sounded less distractingly candied 
than I’d remembered. Maybe the inter¬ 
vening years of dynamically compressed 
rock recordings had softened my defenses, 
or maybe I’d always heard these tracks 
through the ears of older critics. 

Either way, that leaves us with a set of 
questions. Am I more likely to listen to 
this slightly more roughed-up version of 
these songs on Dead Man’s Pop than the 
originally released album? Certainly. Would 
critics and fans have been fonder of this 
version if it had been released 30 years ago. 
Maybe. Would more people have bought 
it? Unlikely. Would fewer people would 
have bought it? Maybe. Would that have 
even mattered? I’ll leave that one for you. 03

However, if his disgust at the word is 
an ever 5 rwhere phenomenon, then lean 
appreciate how that is a sticking point 
for VALUE. I wrote a whole book. The 
Vagina Bible, for this very reason.

My husband likes to give and receive 
enemas during sex.
